Prairie Land as Fruit Producer. 


"Any place in Prairie Canada where wheat growing is suc- 


cessfully followed it is'possible to grow a considerable range 


; of fruits," declares VV. R. Leslie, superintendent of the gov- 
ernment experimental station at Morden, Manitoba. "Some 
day fruit gardens will be as common as vegetable gardens in 
prairie section of Canada, and that before long." 


"It cannot be denied that there is practically no fruit pro- 


duction on the western prairies, and this has come to be ac- 
cepted widely as conclusive proof that they cannot be grown," 
says a writer on the subject: The'fact is that prairie farmers 
have never greatly interested themselves in fruit culture, and 
only here and there are to be found individuals who concerned 
themselves with horticulture and who have not been engrossed 
to exclusion'in the larger phases of grain and cattle raising. 


Mr. Leslie says strawberries will, grow almost anywhere in 


the prairie wheat belt so long as the- soil is good and a little 
shelter is provided. Last year at his station a half acre of'water- 
melons yielded $126.20, and remarkable success has been 
achieved with apples, while plum production has demonstrat- 
ed possibilities to the western farmer. 


It is only six years since the experimental farm.was estab- 


- lished at Morden. At that time there was riot a fruit tree, bush, 
or plant upon the place. In- this brief space of time, expert 
knowledge, combined with rare prairie soil and climate, -has 
developed the area into a bountifully producing garden with 
a wide variety of luscious fruits. It siands the finest testimony 
to what can be done in fruit growing on the prairie and proof 
that the paucity of fruit grown in that territory at the present 
time is due to lack of interest and absorption in the larger 
phases of agriculture. 
' -

The Coolidge Nomination 


The man who nominated Mr. Coolidge for the vice presi- 


'dency in the 1920 convention was Judge Wallace McCamant 
of Oregon. Judge McCamant is one of the most intense Ameri- 
cans this country has ever produced. He is past president gen- 
eral of the Sons of the American Revolution, and has been in 
the forefront of the movement to Americanize American 
school history textbooks. In 1917 he critically reviewed a his- 
tory textbook widely used in the schools of Oregon, and the 
brief he prepared at that time has been an inspiration to oth- 
ers interested in cleansing our schools of un-American pro- 
paganda.
